deemed  scavcngi  rs  within  the  meaning  of  this  bydaw.  j 

,30.  No  person,  company,  or  corporation  shall,  with- 
in the  City,  emjity,  clean,  or  remove  the  contents  of 
any  privy-vault,  sink,  or  jjrivate  drain,  or  cesspool,  or 
reservoir  into  which  a privy-vault,  water-closet,  stable 
or  sink  is  drained,  without  having  first  obtained  a 
license  to  do  so  ; providetl  that  the  owner,  occupant, 
or  agent  of  any  property  within  the  city  shall  be 
alloweil  to  remove  any  or  all  nuisances  therefrom  them- 
selves, without  having  to  employ  a licensed  scavenger 
for  that  purpose  ; provided  also,  that  such  work  be 
done  according  to  the  jirovisions  of  this  by-law,  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  and  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

40.  Every  person,  company,  or  corporation  applying 
for  a license  as  scavenger  shall,  if  his  application  be  | 
accepted,  pay  a license  fee  of  ten  dollars  per  annum, 
and  execute  a bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  with  two  sureties  to  be  ajiproved  of  by  the 
City  Council,  conditioned  that  the  said  scavenger  will 
comply  with  the  conditions  of  this  by-law,  and  every

cents  per  month  ; from  eaeli  householder  of  from  live 
to  idght  per.-ions,  fifty  cents  per  month;  from  each 
householder  of  from  eight  to  ten  per.son-i,  seventy  live 
cents  per  month  ; from  each  householder  of  from  ten 
to  twelve,  one  dollar  |)er  month  ; ami  all  above  that 
number  in  the  sam<-  proportion  ; said  scavenger  shall 
empty  every  |irivy  box  and  ash  and  garbage  fmx  at 
least  taiee  in  each  and  ev<-ry  month. 

4t.  Scavenger ( so  licensed  shall  receive  from  each 
householder  twelve  and  one-half  cents  for  each  cubic 
fisit  of  the  contents  removed  of  each  privy  vault,  sink 
(in  us<'  jireviiaisly  to  the  boxes  la’fore  provided  for 
lieing  placed  in  position),  or  private  drain,  by  them 
cleaned  out  and  removed,  and  they  may  demand  and 
receive  their  fees  for  services  in  advance  ; provided 
that  when  such  fees  are  demanded  and  received,  the 
work  for  the  same  must  Ihi  completed  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  such  receipt.

convicting  as  aforesaid,  or  of  any  one  of  them,  to  com- 
mit the  offender  or  offenders  to  the  (’ommon  Gaol,  or 
any  lock-up  house  in  the  ('ity  of  Nanaimo,  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  two  months,  unless  the  said 
penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs,  be  sooner  jriid.

And  whereas  the  tlouncil  have  procured  the  .ser-
